$95,000,000 CONTRACTS INVOLVED 


An “employers strike,” designed to force 
the ending of a smali strike of 260 Chicago 
workmen, yesterday led to 45,000 building 
trades men being thrown out of employment. 
The employers adopted union labor tactics 

> to combat a union labor walkout. 

The lockout directly involv ed the discharge 
of 20,000 members of seventeen various labor 
unions. More than 25,000 other laborers whose 
work necessarily dovetails im with that of the 
locked out men automatically lost their jobs. 
Work aggregating $35,000,000 is tied up. 

The order of the employers’ executive com- 
mittee, calling for the immediate discharge 
ef every member of the seventeen various 
building trade unions at work on all buildings 
in Cook county Was received and acted upon 
by the 500 members of the Building Construc- 
tion Employers association, 


Adopt Union Tactics. 

This action was taken by the employers in 
an effort to bring about an end of the strike 
started by 250 workers on the Gontinental and 
Commercial building several months ago.’ 

It is the intention of the employers to 
throw all of the building trades men out of 
work until they force the 250 strikers to re- 
turn. In this step the employers are adopt- 
ing the same methods used by the labor 
vnions to gain their demands. 

The lockout will affect more men than any 
similar action in the history of labor untons

‘PASS THE BUCK’ TO BOOTH 


Chicago Leaders Censure Alleged 
Plot Exposed in Mrs. 
Booth’s Name, 


TALK OF OUSTING TWO OFFICERS 


The statement given for publication by 
Sherman M. Booth purporting to be an ac- 
count by Mrs. Booth of plans for a “ riot ” 
to stampede the legislature to save the suf- 
frage bill caused apensation yesterday which 
was statewide. ” 

From Springfield the suffrage “ lobbyists ” 
igsued statements of denial that militant 
methods were planned. They “ passed the 
buck ” to Mr. Booth. 

In Chicago Mr. Booth took all the respon- 
sibility for inserting the “riot feature in 
the “ Review of How the Suffrage Fight Was 
Won.” He said he had added it after his 
wife had partly completed the article and had 
been called to Springfield before she could 
finish it. 


Talk of Ousting Officials, 

While the four suffragists who obtained 
the pasedwe of the bill at Springfield, and 
who are now there awaiting the signature of 
the bill by the governor, “ passed the buck” 
of the riot story to Mr. Booth, the suffragists 
who stayed at home talked of ousting Mrs. 
Booth and Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout, state

Notice Sent to Employers. 
The notice sent to the employers ordering 
the lockout, said in part:

The sweeping order of the employers as- 
sociation surprised labor leaders, although 
they had received an‘ ultimatum. Leaders 
of various union organizations declared the 
lockout could not last long, butrofficials of 
the employers’ association insisted not a 
stroke of contstruction work will be carried 
on in Cook county until the 200 strikers re- 
turn, 


Strikers Disclaim Responsibility. 

The’strikers assert they are not to blame 
for the lockout which caused 45,000 men to 
be laid off. Their grievance arose over a con- 
tract with the Thompson-Starrett company 
on the Continental and Commercial Bank 
building and the refusal of the company to 
Srant an increase in wages. 

Secretary E. M. Craig of the Employers’ as- 
sociation declared the association would make 
ho advances to the labor unions. 

“We will simply wait until they return to 
work,”’ he said. ‘' We are in a better position 
to walt than they are, and if the building 
trades council does not settle the trouble we 
Will not allow one man to go to work. The 
Strikers will have to return to work or keep 
all of their fellow laborers out of employ- 
ment.” ‘ 


Employers Sign Bonds. 

Members of the employers’ association are 
under bonds from $500 to $1,500 to keep their 
Contract with the association, and if they 
allow any member of the seventeen locked out 
Unions to work on any of their buildings the 
bonds will be forfeited. 

One of the employers, in discussing the sit- 
UVation, said: 

“We have had to stand for the men strik- 
ing for years, and we have had to suffer 
Now we are going to call an ‘ employers’ 
Strike’ and will refuse to let them work.” 

The action of the association was termed 
&n “ unsympathetic employers’ ” strike, and 
unless the workmen return it is predicted 
more than 60,000 men will be affected during 
the month of June. 


First Violencg Reported}, 
Although preparations have been made for 
trouble the employers say they do not fear 
Violence.

This Caused the Trouble. 

Most of the trouble was caused by the 
following paragraph: 

All the detail were carefully worked 
out.

All that 
prevented it was the fair play accorded 
ue by the speaker and the granting to 
us of roll calls on all mattera, 

The Booth statement asserts friends of’ 
the suffrage movement in the houge advised 
the woman lobbyists that enemies of the 
measure were prevailing on Speaker McKin- 
ley to kill the bill by gavel rule. The four 
women—Mrs. George W. Trout, Mra. An- 
toinette Funk, Mrs. Medfll! McoOormick, and 
Mra Booth—then were coungeled to inaugu- 
rate a riot in the house. 

The Springfield women esserted they were 
astonizhed when they saw the story in the 
morning papers in which the account of 
the proposed riot wae given over the signe- 
ture of Mrs. Booth Telegramp began to 
fly between Springfield and Chicago. 


Mr. Booth Takes Blame, 

Before noon Mr. Booth had called up all 
of the morning papers and had asserted he 
was to blame for the riot statement. 

“TI want to take all the blame for the 
statement concerning the riot,” said Mr. 
Booth “~My wife dictated the first part of 
the statement, but she had only two hours 
before ehe had to return to Springfield. She 
told me to finish it. 

“We had talked about the riot and I dm 
to blame for bringing that in. The women 
had no part in tt, however. It was a move 
of the legislators themselven The women 
heard of it only through rumor and conver- 
sation. They could not have stopped ft # 
they had wanted to. Many of the men who 
were involved had grievances with the 
speaker and they were willing to take any 
chance to get evem”’ 

Suffragists were incenged not only at the 
news of the proposed “riot” but because 
“Mrs. Booth had retold the story of the quar- 
re] which Mrs. Catharine Waugh MoCulloch 
had caused by introducing the conetitutiona] 


“T amendment resolution. Mrs.\Booth used no 


names. But it was generally known the 
‘prominent suffragiet” referred to was 
Mrs. McCulloch. 

“Lobbyists” Issue Statement, 

The Springfield statement, issued by Mrs. 
Trout, Mre. Booth, and Mrs. Funk, reads; 

“We were aghast, astounded, 
mayed when we read this morning that the 
suffrage lobby at Springfield wee militant 
and had planned riot and chaos in the house 
of representatives, It was our first intima. 
tion of such a state of facts. 

“Te ig reported Mr. Sherman Booth is 
responsible for the statement which was 
erroneous in its every recital, and without 
feundation in fact. 

“We jointly and severally dently any such 
action of riot and disorder was ever con- 
templated by any of us, and we hereby pro- 
test against militancy in any form elther 
on our own part or upon the part of others 
working with ue in the interest of suffrage. 

“Any idea of miltancy being abhorrent 
to the lobby, our policy has been at all ‘Imes 
to gain votes by argument and by other- 
wise spreading suffrage propaganda among 
the members of this assembly.” 


Say Man Talked Too Much. 

Mrs, Booth wae quick to deny she had any 
part in the publication of the story of pre- 
pared riotand “ rough housing,” and by noon- 
time the agreement was reached between the 
women’s lobby that Mr, Booth, {f he had 
talketi, had talkef too much. Mre. McCor- 
mick, the fourth * lobbyist,” it is understood, 
feels in accord with the statement ‘in denial,

ASCOT, England, Jume 10.—The man.who 
in imitation of Emily Wilding Davison, to- 


running tn one of the classic races on the 
English turf, is Harold Hewitt, 50 years old, 
a Car)’ ge university man. 

The lee learn he is possemsed of inde 
pendent means. He has shown evidence of 
religious mania. 

According to the Ascot police, Hewitt was 
not connected with the suffragista, but was 
of unsound mind amd of a type peculiarly 
Hable to be carried away by the imftative tm- 
pulse. He received the same penalty for his 
temerity as did Miss Davison—a fracture at 
the bage of the sicull. 

At a late hour tonight Hewitt wae lying 
unconscious In a hospital, after undergoing 
an operation in the forlorn hope that hie life 
might be saved, 


Stops Belmont’s Horse. 

The tragic incident occurred during the 
race for the Agcot gold cup, one of the most 
coveted prizes in English racing, 

King George and Queen Mary, ¢x-King 
Manuel of Portugal, the crown prince and 
crown princess of Sweden, the Duke of Con- 
naught, governor general of Canada, and 
Princess Patricia, and a number of lesser 
royalties were watching the race from the 
royal stand. 

Coming down the straight, August Bel- 
mont’s famous colt, Tracery, a son of Rock- 
eand, shot into the lead, He was going like 
a well olled piece of machinery, and soon 
had the nearest horse several bengthe be- 
hind. Seemingly Tracery was assured of an 
easy victory, , 

Red Flag and a Revolver. 

Suddenly a man jumped from the rails wav- 
ing a red flag with one hand, and with the 
other pointing a revoiver at Jockey Whalley, 
who had the mount on Tracery, 

“Pull up! Pull up! Or I'll shoot you!” 
the man shouted, 

Whalley did his best to divert the horse's 
course, but failed. Tracery, striking the man 
full in the chest with his shoulder; sent him 
fiying several yards, and came down on his 
nose. Whalley shot clear out of the saddle, 
but, being an adept at taking a toss, fell on 
his back and rolled to safety under the raila 

Meantime the other horses came thunder- 
ing on, one of them giving the author of all 
the trouble, who lay sprawling, a terrible 
kick on the head in passing. 

Save for some bruises Whalley was unin- 


jured, and when the king sent for him he 
walked stiffiy to the royal box toreceive con- 


gratulations on hie escape.

If I 
fail in my intention to stop the Gold Cup I 
hope I shall hurt any of these jockeya 
These races out all that is worst in 
humanity.” ' 

In another entry he refers to his intention 
“to give my body as 4 protest against soci- 
ety convention.” ;

House Advances. but Will Not Pass 
Measure Unl ms Senate 0. K.’s Sal- 
ary Increase Plan. 


Springfield, Iil., June 19.—[Special.]—The 
anti-pass bill, this time as a patriotic and 
Democratic measure, was taken up in the 
house tonight and advanced to third reading. 
It will be called up for passage if the house 
gets word that the senate has passed the 
salary raising bill. 

The bill is amended. The house cut out 
the provision that legislators and their fam- 
ilies might ride free. It is further provided 
that the bill shall not become effective until 
Jan. 1, 1914, so that it will begin operations 
at the same minute that the salary bill would 
if the latter is passed by the senate. 

Today found the Democrats aimost a unit in 
boosting the bill, killing the legislative 
amendment, which had been reported out of 
committee, and standing for the amendment 
offered. by’ Represetitative A. N. Abbott, 
which delays for six months the operation 
of the act. 

Progressives were forced to stand for the 
Democratic tactics and the Republicans had a 
hard time in keeping off. 

It is a serious question whether the senate 
will stand for the anti-pass bill as amended 
or for the salary bill. 


AMEND WORKING WOMEN’S BILL. 


‘Jack On Clause in Senate Raising - 
mum to Sixty Hours a Week and 
Measure to Third Reading. 


Springfield, Tl. June 19.—[Special.]—Th 
working women’s bill, providing for a fifty 


‘four hour week, met partial defeat on sec- 


ond reading in the senate today, when an 
amendment raising the maximum to sixty 
hours carried, 24 to 19, and the bill was 
sent to third reading. 

The present statute provides that ten hours 
a @ay shall be the maximum hours that 
women shall work and is technically a 
seventy hour bill, but there is no limitation 
other than that. 

Hence the bill in its present state Is held 
by some senators to be a winning for the 
women in cutting the hours from seventy 
to sixty, in view of the active opposition that 
it has met ever_since it appeared'in the senate 
as house bill 152. The answer of the women 
through Agnes Nestor is that the present 
law is a sixty hour act in fact.

Springfield, Ill., June 19.—[Special.]—The 
Gorman saloon license bill, the senate bill 
501, which has stirred Chicago and the state 
generally, was beaten on final roll call in 
the house today. In spite of all of the trading 
and energy of the house organization behind 
it the bill mustered only sixty-six votes, 
eleven short of a majority. The votes in the 
negative totaled sixty-nine. Consideration 
was postponed by parliamentary action and 
the bill technically is alive, 

The bill may be called up again tomorrow. 
Some of the members who did not vote be- 
cause they were in doubt @s to its true mean- 
ing with its amendments are etudying ‘it 
with 4 view to getting light on the way they 
should vote. if it comes to another roll call. 

The result was classified as a farreaching 
victory for the anti-saleon forces. They 
claim the credit for having discovered the 
alleged joker in the Gorman bill and estab- 
lishing the claim that the bill if permitted to 
become a law would create a vested right in 
# saloon license. This discovery was made 
after the bill had passed the senate without 
opposition. 


Claim Changes Settled Issue, 

On the house floor Representatives Catlin, 
Rothschild, and Shaver, who have not been 
identified with the wet interests, made the 
fight for the bill. Theiri:claim was that the 
amendments to the bill settled all differences 
of opinion. 

Representative Rothschild argued that no 
vested interest in a Ncense could be created 
under the amended bill. This matter of giv- 
ing a vested license was one strong objec- 
tion urged to it. 

»The drys voted almost solidly with their 
oor leader, Representative G. H. Wilson, who 
argued that the bill as amended created a 
vested interest. Mr. Wilson contended with- 
out opposition that the bill repealed the Har- 
per high license law. 

Wilson said the amendments adopted by 
the house yesterday made the bill worse than 
it was originally. 

In explaining his vote Representative Ryan 
said: 

“A statement printed in a Chicago news- 
paper today, in which my name is used, ig 
an absolute falsehood. As a rebuke I now 
vote aye.”’ 

Not a known wet made a speech for the 
bill, but every one of them! present voted for 
it and every available resource was called 
into play to iine up the necessary votes. 


Two More Dr¥ Victories. 

The drys won another pair of victories by 
passing the residential district option bill in 
the senate and by securing the adoption of 
the four mile dry zone bill applying to the 
University of Illinois. There was no opposi- 
tion to the latter, and it went through unani- 
mously. 

The vote on the residential district billkwas 
80 to 17, after a heated debate. The bill con- 
tains a senate amendmdent, which is now sat~- 
isfactory to the drys, and must go back to 
the house for ratificaticn. This amendment 
provides that “‘ nothing w the act shall be 
construed to forbid or prevent the sale or 
delivery of intoxicating liquors in quanti- 
ties of one gation or mofe to any resident 
of an anti-saloon residence district, for ‘his 
own. personal use or for the use of his fam- 
ily.”’ 

‘ When the bill was Sassed by the hduse the 
@laim was made by the wets that it prohibited 
the importation of liquor into anti-saloon ter- 
ritory under any circumstances. There isa 
chance that the wets will try to Keep off 
enough votes in the house to send the bill 
to conference, in the hope that it will die 


there. 

: Curbs Ticket Botation. 

Rotation on the tickets of the names of can- 
didates for state, legislative, and municipal 
offices in every precinct was killed by the 
senate this afternoon. This did not, how- 
ever, entirely eliminate the rotation feature 
from the two primary election bills involved— 
houge bills 834 and 885. It is probable the 
house will concur in the amendments tomor- 
row, 

There was little difference of opinion 
amope the senators as to the rotation of 
nan®@s in every precinct in the state, they 
agreeing the necessary time, skill, and ex- 
pense involved made this plan’almost impos- 
sible. 

As the.two bills emerged from third read- 
ing, they provide for rotation by senatorial 
districts for state officers and United States 
senators, congressmen at Jarge and delegates 
at large and alternates at large to political 
national conventions. Legislative and mu- 
nicipal officers are excépted. =.

Statement of Censure.

Stewart, 
former president, was done with the codpera- 
tion of Mrs. McCulloch. It was prepared ata 
meeting at the Palmer house. 

The statement follows: 

“The undersigned, members of the board 
of directors of the Illinois Equal Suffrage 
association learned with regret that a riot 
had been planned by our official representa~- 
tives in the assembly of Illinois. We should 
not have credited this statement had we not 
been officially informed that Mr. Booth, the 
husband of our legislative superintendent, 
delivered this copy to certain newspapers. 
While we have never, in our association, 
either officially approved or condemned mili- 
tant tactics for England, yet we feel that 
they should not have been planned and plans 
published by our Official representatives 
without the approval of our governing body, 
which between annual conventions is the 
board of directors. 

Militant Tactics Not Needed. 

“We feel that our representatives should 
be censured if they did in fact adopt such 
tactics and plan of inciting the riot without 
authorization from the official board. Wedo 
not feel that militant tactics are needed in 
this country. 

“We also regret the insubordinate spirit 
that prompted the adoption of a plan directly 
violating.the instructions 4f the state con- 
vention, which were specifically to work for 
a full suffrage amendment as well as for 
the limited suffrage bill passed. We feel that 
Mrs. McCulloch was entirely within her 
rights in introducing the constitutional 
amendment and that her advice should have 
been followed and the instructions of the 
state convention .obeyed by the legislative 
superintendent.

Washington, D. C., June 19.—The senate 
committ.e in pursuit of the “ lobby ” turned 
Over a new leaf in the story of sugar today, 
and heard the details of the nation wide 
and long continued canipaign the advocates 
of free sugar made to remove the duty on 


that article. 

Frank C. Lowry, sales agent of the Fed- 
eral Sugar Refining company, secretary 
and organizer of the “‘ committee of whole- 
gale grocers.”’ wrote the free sugar chapter 
for the committee, while Senator Cummins 
acted as guide, and, Senators Nelson and 
Walsh Tent assistance when the issues 
seemed to become obscure. 

Tonight the committee adjourned subject 
to the call of the chair. The three Demo- 
cratic members‘ will be required to attend 
the Democratic caucus on the tariff bill, 
which begins tomorrow, and Chairman 
Overman did not know when the hearings 
would be resumed. 

Robert 8. Lovett, chairman of the Union 
Pacific board of directors, had not been sum- 
moned to appear tonight, and his subpceena 
May not be served until the inquiry is taken 
up again. 


Tried to Persuade Members. 

Lowry’s examination featured the session. 
He told of his attempts te aecelerate public 
opinion and to persuade congressmen and 
senators and spoke frankly of his efforts in 
the national campaign last fall. He said he 
furnished most the sugar information 
which appeared in the Democratic campaign 
text book; that he prepared data on free 
sugar for a Democratic campaign document 
which the present secretary of the navy, Mr. 
Daniels, said’ would get circulation of a mil- 
lion in pamphlet form, and that he had wired 
urging every member of the resolutions com- 4 
mittee at the Baltimore convention to put 
@ free sugar piank in the Demdcratic plat- 


The witness promised to proguce any cor- 
- Peepondence in his files relating to the or- 
» ganization of the grocers’. committee or his 
free sugar campaign. 

*Lowry testified he had conducted his fight 
solely for the Federal company. He thought 
the expenses had amounted to about $25,000 
in four years, exclusive of his salary and com- 
mission as sales agent, amounting to about 
$68,000 in that period. He got nothing for 
’ bis tariff work, he said. 

_After many questions by Senator Cummins 
the witnese agreed that all the sugar refiners 
would benefit by a reduction In duty. 


Formation of “Grocers’ Committee. 

Senator Nelson was especially interested in 
the “committee of wholesale grocers’’ and 
wanted to know just how it was formed. 

‘There was no formal meeting,’’ Mr. 
Lowry said. “I wrote to twenty-five or 
thirty wholesale grocers and suggested tnat 
we form such a committee.”’ 

“« The whole proceeding was carried cn by 
correspondence?’ 


*“ Yes, sir.”’ 
“You appointed the secretary and chair- 


man and organized the committee?’ 

** Yes, sir.”’ 

Lowry told of efforts to break up the com- 
mittee. 

.“ The domestic sugar forces sent out men,” 
be said, ‘‘to try to break it up. They said 
‘Lowry is a bad man. ‘You will be sub- 
poenaed before a congressional committee 
in Washington.’ But they stuck.” 

““ What authority had you to select a com- 
mittee for the wholesale grocers of the United 
States?” Senator Cummins asked. 

“I didn’t,”’ the witness said. ‘I selected 
@ committee for the people of the United 
States.”’ 

Urged Messages to Members, 

Senator Cummins read a telegram from 
Lowry to West Tubbs, secretary of the 
American Society of Equity, Madison, Wis., 
ad ing: .

"A circular letter from Lowry said:

“The beet sugar men have been spending 
a large part of their time trying to confuse 
the issue, enc I desired that the committee be 
impressed w vith the fact that the ooumsry ' was 
wate hing their efforts. 

‘I privately learred last night that favor- 
able action has been taken by the committee 
and that a till will be favorably reported. 
To get the fight in the cpen will be a great 
satisfaction to us all.” 


“Not Lobby; Primary Idea.” 

“Don't you call that a lobby?” Senator 
ou mmins asked. 

‘It is not a lobby at all—that is the Girest 
primary idea,’’ Lowry replied. 

“Did you have any matter sent out in 
*plates ’?”’ Senator Cummins asked. 

“TI fell for that only once,”’ the witness said. 
“About three years ago a New York hrm 
offered to get plate matter in papers and that 
afterward they got articles in plates in 125 
papers. For this we paid $500.” 

“ There was nothing in the articles to show 
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Hamlin statement about 150 words. 

Mr. Hamlin then wrote to Mr. Stone, saying 
that the Colorado Springs correspondent 
of the Associated Press had assured him the 
Associated Press would handle 650 words 
representing the beet sugar men’s position 
upon these questions. He said he prepared 
this statement and that the Colorado papers 
used it in full, but that the eastern papers 


used but little of it. 


Reply Sent by Stone. 

Mr. Stone replied to Mr. Hamlin on Oct. 
23, 1911. In this reply he said it was his de- 
sire that the Associated Press be impartial 
in the tréatment of every matter reported by 
it. He explained that_the Arbuckle state- 
ment was carried, not because it was a state- 
ment of a sugar refiner, but because of its 
bearing on the general cost of living. 

“When your statement was presented,” 


.the letter continued, “it happened to be a 


busy day and night. The president was at 
San Francisco, the plans for Justice Har- 
lan’s funeral were on, the McNamara trial 
was before the country, the world’s series of 
baseball games was in progress, a critical 
situation in China existed, and there was an 
acute political situation in Mexico. 

“All of these things crowded our ome wire 
running from Kansas City to San Fran- 
cisco, and I suppose our Denver office was 
forced to abbreviate your statement. I am 
writing to the chief of our office there asking 
him for an explanation regarding the mat- 
ter, but I can well anticipaté that this is 
what he would say.” 


Could Not Make Agreement. 

Mr. Stone said. the local correspondent of 
the Associated Press had no authority to 
commit the "service to any agreement to 
carry the statement.’ His only duty was to 
send the matter to the Denver office, which 
would ‘determine how much should be used. 
He gave the committee a copy of the letter 
he wrote to C. D. Hagerty, in charge of the 
Denver office. It asked for information as 
to the handling of the Hamlin statement. 

A reply from Mr. Hagerty said 500 words 
of the Hamlin statement had come into the 
Denver office from Colorado Springs, but that 
owing to the crowoded condition of the wires 
only 200 had been sent east, and sixty-one 
words Were cut out of the dispatch at relay 
points before it reached New York.

President to Have Showdown 
with Senate on Question 
of Treaties. 


JAP/QUESTION INVOLVED: 


Hard Effort Is Being Made to 
Win Over Lewis and Other 
Opponents. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washingtor, D. C., June 19.—[Special.J— 
The test of the president’s power to force 
action by the senate will occur tomorrow 
when the treaties of arbitration with Great 
Britain and Japen will be preesed for rati- 
fication by the administration leaders. 

Approval of the treaties by the senate is 
regarded as of paramount importance by the 
president and the state department. Rejoc- 


wil} be regarded by the English people as a 
direct slap in the face, because of the ratifi- 
cation extended to similar treaties with other 
countries. For the same reason it is impera- 
tive that ratification should be accorded to 
the treaty wth Japan. 

Should the administration be unsuccessful 
in these matters the country will be informed 
as to the president's ability to get through 
the legislation he is advocating. 


Affects Relations with Japan. 

The action upon the treaties wil) have’ an 
important bearing on the relations of the 
United States and Japan. The British gov- 
ernment, in part because Canada and Aus- 
tralia have the same objections to Japanese 
residents as California, and in part because 
it does not favor strained relations or diffi- 
culties between the United States and its far 
eastern ally, has exercised a calming influ- 
ence in Tokio in connection with the Amer- 
ican-Japanese negotiations over the Pacific 
coast question. 

If the senate should reject or fail to act fa- 
vorably on the British treaty the London 
government undoubtedly would be inckned 
to retaliate at least to the extent of refrain- 
ing from the further use of its good offices. 

Japan feels it has “lost face” already as 
a result of the enactment of the California 
and Arizona state laws and the tacit ap- 
proval. which has been given them by the 
federal government. To refuse to ratify the 
treaty of arbitration with Japan while ratify- 
ing those with other countries would be apt 
to intensify the feeling there against the 
United States. 


Opposition Led by Lewis. 

The opposition in the senate to the British 
treaty, which has been led by Senator Lewis 
of Illinois; is due to the fear that Great 
Britain will persist in her demand for the 
arbitration, under the terms of the treaty, 
of the Panama canal tolls question. The 
opposition to the Japanese treaty, developed 
by the senators from the Pacific coast, is 
due to the possibility that Japan would 
demand the arbitration of the California and 
Arizona questions. 

The treaties provide for the reference of 
ail questions, except those of honor and 
vital interest, to The Hague; go that if this 
government were to consent to the proposals 
of Great Britain and Japan it would bind 
itself to accept the judgment of tribunals 
on which probably there would be no Ameri- 
can representation, 

President Wilson has sought to allay the 
opposition by saying neither of the questions 
will be subject to the application of the 
treati¢s, Moreover, uncer-the provisions of 
the treaties, the contracting governments, 
before referring them to arbitration, must 
enter into preliminary agreements. 

The president has discussed this matter 
personally with Senators Lewis, Chamber- 
lain of Oregon, Works of California, O’Gor- 
man of New York, and others, and today had 
a final conference with Senator Bacon, chair-~ 
man of the senate committee on foreign re- 
lations. It is the belief of the administration 
that it will be victorious if a vote can be se- 
cured. 

Opponents Will Seek Delay. 

The opponents of the treaties realize this 
fact, but they can delay action indefinitely 
by talking whenever the treaties are brought 


up in executive seseior.

Washington, D. C., June 19.—An amend- 
ment to the Underwood tariff bill adopted 
today by the majority members of the senate 
finance committee would give the president 
of the United States ‘authority to suspend cer- 
tafé rates in the proposed law and to pro- 
claim special rates against nations which dis- 
ctiminate against geotane of the United 
States. ~ 

In substance the amendment would pro- 
vide that when any nation discriminates 
against the’ products of the United States or 
imposes restrictions upog United States ex- 
ports, or does not in the opinion of the prest- 
dent reciprocate in yee reldtiona, the pres- 
dent then may by p ation suspend cer- 
tain rates and put tn effect other rates. 


. 
Wheat and Jewelry Included. 

Only specified articles, it is understood, 
are to be included under the terme of this 
amendment, and the retalatory,rates are 
specified also. Among the articles included 
in the list upon which the president might 
suspend rates are fish, wheat, wheat flour, 
coffee, tea, earthenware. wines and malt 
liquors, silk dress goods, leatheA gloves, jew- 
elry, sugars, and molasses. The duties pre- 
ecribed vary as to the different articles, 

On other items the penalty would be a 
doubled rate, while on sugars, which prob- 


.ably never would be affected, the rate would 


bt only a fraction of a cent a pound. 

Besides adding this amendment the ma- 
jority members stripped the administrative 
provisions of the Underwood bill of many of 
its new features, including the inquisitorial 
clause which gave American agents the right 
to examine foreigners’ books\in cases of dfis- 
puted import valuations. ~ 


Wants Question Studied. j 

Having thus denuded the administrative 
section of Its proposed reforms, the commit- 
tee inserted an amendment providing for the 
appointment of a commission to be composed 
of members of the senate finance and the 
house ways and means committees to make 
a thorough study of the whole tariff admin- 
istration question and report recommenda- 
tions for its readjustment. 

The action of the committee strikes from 
the bill all the provisions which aroused pro- 
tests from foreign nations. 

The committee now has disposed of all the 
schedules and administrative features of the 
bill, and tomorrow will turn them over to 
the caucus, which begins work immediately.

Dr. Mary E. Lapham of Highland, N. C.. 
eaid people are dying not from tuberculosia, 
but from blunders, mistakes, and ignorance 
and that the medical profession is indifferent 
to the education which the public needs. 

* Tuberculosis is a problem which demands 
education,” said Dr. Lapham. ‘“ The people 
musi be taught not to be afraid to go to a doc- 
tor, but to be afraid not to. 

“Too many physicians make no early di- 
agnosis. They wait for physical signe which 
would indicate to any fool that the petient 
has tuberculosis. The problem demands the 
raising of the standard of the medical profes- 
sion. Tuberculosis is not all caused by trans- 
mission. It i¢ a universal infection.” 

Dr. 8. Adolphus Knopf of New York de- 
fended the medical profession, saying he did 
not tke Dr. Laphamis pessimistic view. 


Scores Ice Box Fraud. 
In the section on preventive medicine to- 
day, Dr. J. R. Williams of Rochester, N. Y., 
added refrigeration to the list of great Amer- 
ican frauds. 

In Rochester, he said, physicians rectived 
frequent complaints of bad milk from per- 
sone who had bought high priced certified 
milk. Investigation showed the milk ta be 
all right when delivered, but it had spoiled 
because it had been badly kept in the home. 

‘‘ Of 148 homes of the best people,” he bald. 
“only ninety~one had a box on the porch to 
receive the milk when the milkman left ft. 
The poor people néver had any provision for 
keeping milk cool, 

“ The temperature of kitchens in 5300 homes 
inquired into was always too hot to keep 
milk. Most of the ice boxes on the market 
are worthless or nearly so. A high grade ice 
box will get 90 per cent of the value out of ice. 
The average ice box examined was only 30 per 
cent efficient. In the homes of the wealthy 
only 60 per cent of theice boxes kept the milk 
cold enough to keep it from souring. 

“In the homes of the laboring people 70 
per cent of the boxes weré not good enough 
to keep milk. Some ice boxes, when dissect- 
ed, were found to have a eingle layer of paper 
where there should have been six inches of 
cork."’ 

Dr. Williams declared paper soled ice boxes 
a worse fraud than paper soled shoes. 


Leprosy on the Increase. 

Leprosy is steadily increasing in the United 
States, according to Dr. Rupert Blue, sur- 
geon general of the United States public 
health service. Dr. Blue's address here to- 
day told of the continued propagation and 
spread of the disease. 

The doctor discussed the present state and 
federal laws relative to the disease and urged 
government supervision. Measures for the 
control of the disease and the care of those af- 
flicted are absolutely necessary, declared Dr. 
Blue. 

The next meeting of the medical asrocia- 
tion will be at Atlantic City.

¥Ynformation Before Approv- 
ing Separate Undertaking.

The chances, are becoming slim of getting 
council approving before vacation of the 
Pennsylvania ‘ordinances for a west side 
railroad terminal. The opposition to the 
Pennsylvania freight plan among the alder- 
men is materially increasing. 

If a vote were taken in the committee on 


terminals today ic is highty probable the | 


freight plan would be shelved. Ald. Fisher 
gaid yesterday he would not vote for the 
present plan “in a thousand years.” 

Ald. Harding said he “ certainly did not 
approve of the freight plan,” and Ald. Rich- 
ert added “it does not look good to me.” 
Richert said he did not disapprove of thé 
plan, but to the location of the freight house. 

Ald. Littler was equally emphatic in op- 
position to the freight plan. Ald. Bowler, 
Donahoe, Healy, and Geiger desired to with- 
hold comment on the freight scheme uatil 
more information is obtained. 


Await General Terminal Plan. 

These statements were made in reply to 
seven questions asked each. Chairman 
Geiger and others indicated clearly they de- 
sired the adoption of a general policy with 
refers 0 the terminals of all roatis before 

aividual requests for specific terminals are 

pissed upon. All of the aldermen who replied 
to the questions favored the general policy of 
opposition to decreased street effictency and 

@ termina! policy which will permit the ex- 
pansion of the downtown business center. 

Although most of the aldermen declined to 
be quoted, they asseried privately the Penn- 
syivania will be required to provide more 
street space than has been offered. If possi- 
bie, the more influential aldermen will insist 
upon having more ctreet space than is va- 
cated. 

Council . Defeat Forecast. 

It requires three-fourths vote of the city 
council to vacate streets. That means fifty- 
three votes. Eighteen aldermen, therefore, 
can block the passage of any street vacation 
ordinance proposed.

| Attorney Unable to Explain. 

He said he was unable to give the reason, 
and in response to a question said thet W. G. 
Beale, general counsel for the company, oT 
Samué!l Insull, its president, might have the 
information. ‘The committee asked that Mr. 
Beale appear to answer the question, and if 
he could not give the answer, that Mr. Insull 
appear. 

“This is very unusual,”’:said Ald. Charles 
E. Merriam, who pressed the question of the 
destruction of the records. “In the tele- 
phone and gas inquiries we were able to go 
back into the books and determine investment 
cost.’’ 

He pointed out that the report of City Blec- 
trician Palmer listed the prices paid for the 
properties of several companies that were 
bought up prior to the merger of the Com- 
monwealth and the Edison companies in 1908. 

“Thus, on the statement that they paid in 
the neighborhood of $3,000,000 for these prop- 
erties,” he said, “the figures cannot be 
checked.

I told Lim 
that . had. done a good job in Morris Nudle- 
man's shoe store and he said he wanted a 
g00d job done for him. I went out to Clarke's 
house and told him I would need about .fty 
gallons; of gasoline. He said, ‘ We'll make 
it a hundred gallons in two barrels to be 
sure.’ , 
“I was to get $700 and $30 more if every- 
thing was destroyed. Clarke said he got 
$2,000 from Covitz brothers; $1,000 was to go 
to hirh, $700 he paid me, and $300, he said, 
was for the man who brought the gasoline. 

“TI went to the store at 8.o'olock. Thetwo 
barrels of gasoline were there, boxed up in 
packing cases. The Covitz brothers had 
previously helped me move away the boxes 


mear the barrels. 


Knocked Down by Explosion. 

“IT opened the door ready to run out as 
soon as the fire started. I was going to 
strike a match and throw it in the gasoine. 
The air in the store was all gasoline vapor. 
The minute I lit the match there was an 
awful explosion. It knocked me down. 
Everything was aflame around me. I threw 
my overcoat over my head. My clothing was 
all on fire. I ran out like a crazy man into 
the alley, put the fire in my clothes out, and 
threw the overcoat away. Then I cametback 
and stood in front of the fire and talked td 
in Austin. I got there about 2:30 in the 
morning. Clarke wasn't home, but Mrs. 
Clarke let me In. Clarke later took me 
in hig automobile to my wife's sister-in- 
law at 7915 Woodlawn avenue, where -I 
stayed six days. Then I went to the Calumet 
hotel at Grand Crossing. I stayed there six 
days and as soon as I was able to take the 
bandages off my hands I went back to my 
, home in New York.”’

EMPLOYERS’ DUTY TO FIGHT 
TUBERCULOSIS, SAYS DOCTOR. 


Harvester Company’s Physician Says 
Firms Should Co-operate in Attempt 
to ‘Exterminate Plague. 


The duty of exterminating tuberculosis 
arrong the poor was put up to employers of 
labor in the bulletin of the Chicago Tubercu- 
losis institute issued yesterday. Dr. James 
A. Britton, physician for the International 
Harvester company, says that owing to the 
shifting nature of labor in the United States 
the employers by codperation can help as 
much as the public at large. 

His conclusion ig based, he says. on his 
observations during a campaign against the 
disease begun at the suggestion of the Tuber- 
culosis institute in August, 1911. 

It is pogsible, he says, in every discovered 
case of the disease to find its direct cause. 
In some cases conditions in the factory are 
to blame. Tn others the cause is the personal 
habits of the employé, Except where the em- 
Ployé is ‘'an ignorant laborer with a large 
family "" the company has been able, Dr. 
Britton aeserts, to influence the home situa- 
tion.

The question of instruction for elementary 
schools was eo raised, but was decided to be 
inadvisable. » - 

“The elemen schools need it,” said Mra. 

Young, “but I do sot believe that the time is 
due when we should take up that phase of the 
question. I do not believe in sex hygiene so 
much as I believe in personal purity. All the 
children in the high schools should be taught 
matters of this kind. Scientific instruction is 
an important factor, and it will pay us to have 
the best instructors obtainable. The lecturers 
must be well qualified.”

Food Chopper Labor Saver. . 

‘I find for a family of four one good way to 
reduce the high cost of living is for me to do 
my own sewing. I make all the clothing for 
myself and children. I seldom buy ready made 
garments, as I can make them so much cheap- 
er. I bake my own bread and cakes, I use 
my stale bread crumbs for ae vegeta- 
bles and to make bread puddings. e do not 
have meat every meal; we use a vegetable 
instead. I fron.on baking days, when I have 
fire in my range, to save gas bills. I also 
cook a good sized roast'on that day, saving 
some of the liquid for dressing and gravy the 
following day. I use the meat cold, as it cuts 
to so much better advantage. I can all my 
own fruit and preserves. I find one of the 
greatest conveniences and labor savers is my 
food chopper. I grind all my meat scraps 
for croquettes and salad through this. Also 
for hash and soup. We pay cash for every- 
thing, as bills grow so rapidly and one is not 
so careful about buying as when they pay 
cash. We started a savings fund at the begin- 
ning and it really is interesting and surpris- 
ing how rapidly this grows with a little care- 
ful arrangement. M D.

Helping Husband Through School. 

I would like to tell you how a friend of 
mine helped her husband through school. She 
got a position as a private secretary to a pro- 
fessor and received a salary of $85 a month. 
Out of this she paid $25 per month for rent, 
as where her husband attended school the 
rent was high. She rented to four of the-stu- 
dents who were in the same class with her 
husband and received $8 a week for two 
rooms. This money paid her rent every month. 
She did her own washing and ironing, and 
also her sewing, thereby saving the money 
that would have to be paid for this work. Her 
meats, fruits, and vegetables cost $5 a week, 
and maybe less. She allowed $5 per month 
for school supples, and also $5 per month for 
her husband's laundry.

DURING MOTOR RACE PRACTICE. 


Peasant Crosses in Front of Italian 
Pilot’s Machine and Causes Death 
of Two Men. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 


PARIS, June 19.—Zuccarelli, the Italian chauf- 
feur, was killed in a motor accident at Evreux 
today. He had just returmed from the United 
States, where he drove one of the three Peugeot 
cars in the automobile race at Indianapolis on 
Decoration day. 

Fannelli, his mechanician, also was killed. 
At the time of the accident Zuccarelli 
was testing the course for the race for 
the Grand Prix of the Automebile Club of France 
He was tearing along at a 
an hour on @ supposedly clear road when a peas- 
‘ant cart emerg from the side. 

The automobile struck the cart with full force. 
The machine swerved and turned over, crushing 
Zucecarelli beneath the ear. The peasant who 
was résponsible for the accident was not in- 
jured, but was soundly thrashed by infuriated 
witnesses of the accident. 

Zucearelli won the grand prix for light aute- 
mobiles at Lemans in September, 1012.

Only Thirteen More Days. 

There are thirteen more days for Heine to 
work before he will have earned the other 
half of the gold certificate. That will bring 
the final day on Wednesday, July 2, when 
the Cubs will play Pittsburgh on the west 
side, When that game is over Heine will 
be $100 richer providing he has no serious 
rows with umpires in the meantime that 
causes his banishment from the field of play. 
One of those days will be easy, for it is an 
open date in the schedule. If it happens to 
rain on any day his task will be still easier. 

The mysterious fan who donated the money 
and signed his name as “ A Split Century,”’ 
stated the time as two weeks, not fourteen 
games, so Heine has at least one day the 
better of it. E 

Upon receipt of the half of a bill Heine 
carefully tucked it away in the hip pocket 
of his baseball pants and proceeded to play 
third base. The money was examined by 
several of the players on the Cubs and Phil- 
lies teams and all agreed it appeared to be 
genuine. Heine didn't say whether he in- 
tended to carry it in his uniform every day 
or not. The weather in St. Louis and Cin- 
cinnati for the next ten days is likely to be 
hot and if Heine isn’t careful the half bill 
will melt into a mass of pulp.

Kiem was told what the envelope contained 
and the conditions on which Heine could land the

Officials Say They Will Make No 
More Compromises.

Washington,. D. C., June 19.—[Special.}—

GARD MUST SERVE 60 DAYS; 
SCANLAN’S DECISION UPHELD. 


Detective Ordered to Jail for Contempt 
and Released by Judge Petit Loses in 
Supreme Court. 


Former Detective Edward S. Gard must 
serve a sentence of sixty Gays in the county 
jail for contempt of Judgt Kickham Scan- 
lan’s court, according to'ia decision of the 
Supreme court handed Gown Monday at 
Springfield. This decision ends eighteen 
months’ litigation and a ¢pnflict of jurisdic- 
tion between Judges Scanian and Petit. 

On Feb. 2, 1911, Judge Scanlan adjudged 
Gard in contempt of courtand sentenced him 
to sixty days’ imprisonmént. A few days 
later Judge Petit released Gard on a writ of 
habeas corpus. 

When Judge Scanlan insisted that Sheriff 
Zimmer imprison Gard he waa told that the 
policeman had been released by Judge Petit. 
Judge Scanian took the case to the Supreme 
court on a mandamus ta@ force Zimmer to 
carry out his orders. The Supreme court 
sided with Judge Scanlan, An appeal taken 
by Gard from the orderjof Judge Scanlan 
had previously been decided against him by 
the Appellate court. 

The decision in the Garfl case is the nine- 
teenth successive affirmation of decisions 
from Judge Scanlan’s court.
